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including a description of the location of such bridge project,
the character and kind thereof and the estimated cost of con-
struction or reconstruction, including the cost of any approaches,
embankments or other necessary appurtenances, the cost of any
new right of way required, the purchase or acquirement of any
existing structure and such other cost as shall be a necessary
portion of the bridge project.

SecTioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
